A Sunday, February eighth, a blue- 

uniformed Andy Frain usher, 
hallmark nationwide of Chicago’s eager 
throngs, will draw back the curtain bar- 
ring the entrance to the Conrad Hilton 
Hotel’s Normandie Lounge undamming 
the flood of registrants waiting to enter 
the Chicago Dental Society’s 88th Mid- 
winter Meeting. For the rest of the 
morning the Normandie Lounge will be 
the teeming center of activity of the 
meeting but throughout the vast cara- 
vansary the last and final touches will be 
in progress to a variety of closely related 
enterprises. The next of these to officially 
open its doors is the Commercial Exhibit 
filling the entire lower floor of the hotel 
and featuring thirty-nine new spaces in 
what was the Coffee Shop in years past. 
As in 1952 the exhibits will open at 1:00 
p-m. on Sunday afternoon. Then, on 
Monday morning, the full program of 
essays, exhibits, limited attendance clin- 
ics, lectures, symposia, motion pictures, 
general sessions, table clinics, receptions, 
parties and meetings will get under way. 
Culminating four days of solid dental 
education, casual information-gathering 
and happy camaraderie will be the din- 
ner-dance and floor show in the Grand 
Ballroom on Wednesday evening. This 
culminates four days of outstandingly 
worthwhile effort and enjoyment for the 
twelve thousand people who will attend 
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the meeting but for the man on the op- 
posite page it will culminate over a year’s 
planning, working and outstandingly 
painstaking attention to myriad details 
that have gone into the warp and woof 
of the Midwinter Meeting. Note that the 
first meeting that Dr. Pollock called to 
lay the groundwork for the 1953 Mid- 
winter Meeting took place in January 
before the 1952 meeting! From then on, 
through the months of spring, his com- 
mittees met and reviewed past programs, 
exhibit lists, motion picture reports and 
other data on past meetings here and 
inspected dozens of program reports re- 
layed to him from visitors to meetings 
elsewhere. Various suggestions and ideas 
for changing parts of the meeting to con- 
form with the changing desires of the 
dentists who would attend were carefully 
formulated and considered. More often 
than not, they were rejected when the 
light of past experience revealed some 
flaw or foible that would render them 
unfeasible but, just as often, some phase 
of every suggestion was adaptable, usable 
in fabricating an improved program, a 
more readily assimilable presentation or 
a more inclusive schedule. After many 
committee meetings and conferences had 
been held and the formula for the out- 
lines of the meeting had been decided 
upon, specific selections of speakers and 
topics were made. All of the various pro- 
gram committees, exhibit committees and 
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smaller groups of chairmen worked 
steadily through the canicular inertia of 
summer and into the fall, cutting and 
shaping and redrawing the texture of 
the meeting until one well-contrived 
whole is the end product of their toil. 
Throughout all of these meetings, plan- 
ning sessions, selection debates, replace- 
ment conferences and hour-after-hour 


discussions Dr. Pollock has faithfully, 


been at the right hand of every commit- 
tee chairman, every committee member. 
The role of General Chairman is a most 
difficult one, one that makes its occupant 
responsible for the results of others but 
presupposes enough laissez faire to insure 
the freest expression of individuality, al- 
lows those in subordinate roles to enjoy 
the widest freedom of choice. Dr. Pollock 
has, through a happy mixture of good 
nature and horse sense, established a 
happy middleground in which his com- 
mittee chairmen have created their own 
individualized parts of the meeting 
but have carried out the General Chair- 
man’s basic ideas and overall plans. This 
is one of the rare tricks of coordination, 
few executives can do it. 

Under the section headings in the fol- 
lowing pages of this Preliminary Program 
you will find the names of the Chairman 
and the Vice-chairman of each commit- 
tee. Study the cold print that sets forth 
what each has erected as the result of 
this past year’s work. It represents a lot 
of time and energy and perspiration. 

One of the chief aims of the program 
planners was a wide selection of topics 
that would present the latest and best 
developments in dentistry in just the cor- 
rectly balanced proportion between all 
the various categories and specialties. 
Examination of the program lists of es- 
sayists, clinicians in the limited attend- 
ance clinics and table clinics, scientific 
exhibits, health and educational exhibits 
and motion pictures and scrutiny of the 
subject material will show how faithfully 
this intention has been carried out. 

The program this year presents thirty- 
nine essays and two symposia, on fluori- 
dation of community water supplies and 
on the handling of cleft palate cases. In 
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the limited attendance section of the 
program fifty-seven clinicians will present 
one hundred and thirty-one separate 
clinics. On Tuesday afternoon in the 
Grand Ballroom the General Clinic Com- 
mittee will stage a program of seventy- 
one table clinics. A carefully selected 
array of scientific exhibits, health and 
educational exhibits and motion pictures 
assures a complete and forward-looking 


‘ visual education section for the program. 


An innovation in the general scheme 
of things is to be noted in the 1953 meet- 
ing. A luncheon and fashion show in the 
Narcissus Room at Marshall Field’s takes 
place on Tuesday noon. Both Dr. Pollock 
and Dr. James Keith, President of the 
Society, entertained conjecture relative 
to restoring a program of entertainment 
for the female contingent to the Mid- 
winter Meeting curriculum early in their 
planning. Careful investigation and com- 
mittee planning have insured an enjoy- 
able function to a segment of our regis- 
trants somewhat neglected in the years 
since the war. 

The area formerly occupied by the 
Coffee Shop in the Conrad Hilton and 
now remodelled into a section of the ex- 
hibit hall provides very fine locations for 
the firms that have contracted for space 
there. The entrance door to this section 
is just at the foot of the stairs coming 
down from the main corridor of the 
lobby floor making these exhibits the 
most readily accessible of all the exhibit 
spaces. However, it is a new area, one 
that the Chicago Dental Society has 
never used before and the firms that 
have elected to take space there have 
done so with an element of chance bal- 
anced against the fine reputation our 
meeting has for attracting an active group 
of interested customers. Your attention 
to this section is requested, your presence 
there will be appreciated. 

All in all, the meeting that Dr. Pollock 
has worked up for February in Chicago 
is a dandy. We'll see you in the essays, 
we'll see you in the clinics, we'll see you 
in the exhibits, we'll see you at the 
dinner-dance on Wednesday night and 
we'll be glad to have you with us.

Tr accordance with the program in- 
stituted by the Legislative and Law 
Enforcement Committee and the wishes 
of our President, Dr. James H. Keith, we 
shall, during the remainder of his ad- 
ministration, bring you in each succeed- 
ing issue of the Review such information 
as is possible. We shall endeavor to do 
this without violating any secrecy which 
might endanger the investigation, prose- 
cution, or the alerting of the enemies of 
public health to certain specific plans of 
action. 

We shall continue the program “Know 
Your Lab”—alerting you to the illegal 
actions of the additional laboratories on 
which we are now gathering data, etc. 
These labs may be added to the list of 
violators which we have already sent to 


u. 

We shall inform you of the actions of 
the Board of Education and Registration 
on complaints of all violators of the 
Dental Practice Act. We shall prepare 
a condensed progress report on the ac- 
tions of the dental society lawyers. We 
shall, in the near future, inform you as 
to what cooperation and action are being 
taken by the legitimate laboratories—it 
is time we know who our friends are in 
this struggle! 

Again we wish to remind you that 
this is organized dentistry’s battle—not 
that of the officers or of the Committee, 
but all of us. We need your continued 
participation. We wish to congratulate 
that great number of members of our 
Society who already are taking part in 
this battle. We wish to inform you that 
our cross-file on illegal operators and 
those connected with illegal operations 
has grown in scope and will eventually 
include the name of every dentist, lab 
man, and technician who has taken any 
part in the illegal and dangerous acts 
against the dental health of the people 
of our community. All of us must realize

A meeting 
room at the Midwinter Meeting is being 
set up in order to discuss with any in- 
dividual member any information he 
may have to give or desire to receive on 
this problem. This room will be staffed 
continuously by members of the Legisla- 
tive and Law Enforcement Committee 
as well as members of the Ethics Com- 
mittee. This page in the ForTNIGHTLY 
Review has been arranged in order to 
provide the widest dissemination of cur- 
rent information to each and every mem- 
ber alike. 


These reports from each subcommittee 
indicate the scope of work being done 
and the vital need for active help from 
each of us. Paying our current dues cer- 
tainly gives us the right to “gripe.” But 
it also obligates us, individually and col- 
lectively, to support and work for the 
betterment of our organization.

LEGAL ACTION SUBCOMMITTEE 
FRANK FARRELL, CHAIRMAN 


Hearings on the laboratory suit are 
being held before the Master-in-Chancery 
and testimony is being presented by - 
our attorneys. Numerous dental society 
members have attended these hearings 
and all agree that it is a most difficult 
matter to secure evidence from persons 
willing to testify. The entire illegal lab- 
oratory situation is one based upon 
stealth, secrecy, dark rooms, shaded 
windows, and alley stairways. Many per- 
sons who have gone to laboratories will- 
ingly will not admit their part in the 
shady transaction. Our best witnesses are 
those who have suffered in the unskilled 
hands of some technician, or who have 
been sued for balances due on unusable 
dentures. 

The successful conclusion of our suit 
is not in the immediate future. There is 
a tremendous amount of work yet to be 
done. We are nicely started but efforts 
put forth to date must be multiplied 
many times. 

We need names of laboratory patients, 
names of laboratories operating illegally, 
and any other information that dental 
society members can provide.
